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The recitations of the specific features of the truck bed for a pickup truck in claim 22 
including especially the construction of the shell fixedly supported by the metal support structure 
and configured to integrally define a portion of a first chamber and a portion of a second 
chamber, the first chamber joined with the second chamber at a constructive interface is not 
taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the pickup truck in claim 32 including 
especially the construction of the shell fixedly attached by the metal support structure and 
configured to integrally define a portion of a first chamber and a portion of a second chamber, 
the first chamber joined with the second chamber at a constrictive interface, the interface 
comprising an opening dimensioned to permit the passage of a spare tire for a pickup truck from 
the first chamber into the second chamber is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of 
record.
